These  numerous  species  and  varieties  of  Narcissus  are  amongst  the 
most  beautiful  of  hardy  spring  flowering  bulbs,  do  well  in  any  soil  and  at- 
mosphere and  when  once  established  require  little  or  no  attention.  For 
pots,  all  are  suitable;  they  are  easily  forced  and  according  to  size  of  the 
bulbs,  one,  three  or  five  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  a pot.
